Club Thief 
Is Paroled 

Arnold Lauria, 22-year-old Meri- 
on Cricket Club bellhop who was 
sentenced to 11 to 23 months in jail 
after he admitted stealing two suits 
and an overcoat and forging a $50 
check at the Club last- May, is out 
on parole. 

But he will have to re-pay the 
sum of $136.73 within five months 
if he doesn't want to serve out the 
remaining five months of his mini- 
mum term. Lauria was granted the 
parole last week by Judge William 
F. Dannehower after Lauria told him 
he had an opportunity to obtain per- 
manent employment. 

He. said he lived "like an animal" 
for months until ,he got a job at the 
Cricket Club.

Now An Apartment 

The building, presently an apart- 
ment house called Buck Inn Apart- 
ments, is owned by Mrs. Mary L- 
Martin of Haverford Manor, Hav- 
erford. Erected in 1730 by Thom- 
as Pcnn, son of William Penn, just 
49 years after his father had sign- 
ed the Indian Treaty, the Tavern 
has been in the hands of the Mar- 
tin family for nearly 100 years. 

Originally, Lancaster Ave. ran 
through the property, until Dennis 
Kelly, a Cobbs Creek woolen man- 
ufacturer and grandfather- of Mrs. 
Martin's husband, petitioned the 
State Legislature to change the 
route of the road, which was done. 
Zoned Residential 

In 1922 Wallace and Warner re- 
modelled the building into seven 
apartments. Mrs. Martin put it tip 
for sale through her brother, Mere- 
dith Jack, of Wynnewood, last 
Summer.

In regard to the articles you have published recently in 
your newspapers regarding the request of the Bryn Mawr Ken- 
nel Club to use the Narberth Playground for their Dog show 
on Sunday, June 8, 1947, for the benefit of the V.M.S.C. of 
Narberth, I wish to make several facts clear to you. Borough 
Council refused to grant this permission only on'the grounds 
that the Show would be held on Sunday, as the enclosed copy, 
of a letter from the Borough Secretary so states. The minutes 
of Council also state this is the only reason. 

In two of your artie'es you quote Mr. Davies as saying 
that the refusal was because the prounds were left in a very 
poor condition. In last week's article you do not quote, but 
state that complaints 'were received that the grounds were 
left in poor condition. At last week's Council meeting it was 
made very clear, especially for your reporter, the true rea- 
son for refusal. For your information, after the Show last 
year, arrangements were made through Mr. George Suplee, 
to have the Boough men put the grounds in good condition, 
for which the Bryn Maw Kennel Club paid the sum of $58.51. 
Where your reporter obtained her information I do not know, 
as the Minutes of Council contain nothing except the Sunday 
reason. 

As these misstatements of facts have caused the Bryn 
Mawr Kennel Club and ourselves a great deal of harm, I re- 
quest that you publish a full statement of the facts as they 
are and not as you have made them. If yoi>- paper was interest- 
ed in Community service, you would have made a more 
thorough investigation of this subject. Our only interest in 
this matter is the tact that he funds received from any bene- 
fi are used solely to purchase equipment and to render bet- 
ter service to the residents of Narberth and surrounding areas.
